(-/) Tf no person within the said period satisfies 
the Commissioners that In; is entitled to the 
possession of such carriage or animal, the Com¬ 
missioners may— 

(*) cause the same to be sold for the recovery 
of the tax and costs referred to in sub-section

(ii) order the sale-proceeds, after deducting 
therefrom the said tax and costs (together with 
the costs of the sale), to bo paid to any person 
who. within six months from the date of such 
sale, establishes, to the satisfaction of the Com¬ 
missioners, his claim to such proceeds.

( b) at the same time pay to the Commissioners 
the tax payable for the current year in respect 
of every such dog. « 

(4) Any person who, in the course of any year, 
becomes the owner or takes charge of any dog 
shall, within one week of his so becoming owner or 
taking charge, furnish a like statement and pay to 
the Commissioners the tax payable for that year 
in respect of such dog : 

Provided that the tax payable in respect of any 
dog shall not be levied twice for the same year. 

License and ntjmher-ticket for, and disposal 

OF, DOOR. 

174. (7) When any person has paid to the 
Commissioners the tax payable in respect of any 
dog, the Commissioners shall- 

(a) grant him a license to keep such dog during 
the current year, and 

(b) provide him with a number-ticket, the 
number whereof shall be specified in the said 
license. 

(2) The owner or person in charge of any dog 
so licensed shall at all times cause the said number- 
ticket to be kept attached to the collar or other¬ 
wise suspended from the neck of the dog. 

(3) Any dog which has no such number-ticket 
for the then current year so attached or sus¬ 
pended - 

(/) shall be presumed to he an unlicensed dog, 
and 

(ii) may be seized by the police' or by any 
person duly authorized by Ihc Commissioners 
in this behalf, and detained until the tax due (if 
any) has been paid. 

(4) If any' fiersoh, within seven days from the 
date of such seizure, satisfies the Commissioners 
that he is the owner or keeper of such dog, the 
Commissioners shall order it to be delivered to 
such person on payment of tin* tax due (if any), 
together with the costs incurred by the Com¬ 
missioners in keeping the dog. 

(5) If, within the said seven duys, no }>erson 
satisfies the Commissioners that he is the owner 
or keeper of the dog or pays the said tax and costs 
the Commissioners may cause the dog cither— 

(a) to bo destroyed, or 

(b) to be sold and the sale-proceeds, after de¬ 
ducting therefrom the said tax and costs (to¬ 
gether with the costs of the sale) to be paid to 
any person who, within six months from the 
date of such sale, establishes, to the satisfaction 
of the Commissioners, his claim to such proceeds. 

Chapter XII.—Tax on professions, trades and 
callings. 

Licenses to be taken out annually. 

175. Every person who exercises or carries 
on in the town of Howrah, cither by himself or 
by an agent or representative, any of the profes¬ 
sions, trades or callings indicated in Schedule'VI, 
shall annually take out a license and pay for the 
same such foo os is mentioned in that behalf in 
the said schedule: 


Provided that the grant of such a license shall 
not be deemed to affect the liability of the 
licensee to take out a license under any other 
section herein : 

Provided also that the Commissioners may— 

(a) remit or refund any portion of the fee so 
payable in respect of the exercise or carrying on 
of any profession, trade or calling, if they are 
satisfied that the profession, trade or ('ailing has 
been exercised or carried on for six consecutive 
months only; or, 

(b) when any person is, in the opinion of the 
Commissioners, unable to pay the fee due for a 
license, exempt him from liability to take out 
such license, or declare that he shall be entitled 
to take out a license under a lower class than that 
under which lie is chargeable according to the 
said schedule ; or, 

(c) in any other case, exempt any person from 
liability to take out a license or declare that any 
person shall be entitled to take out a license 
under a lower class than before. 

flit A NT AND CONTENTS OF LICENSES. 

176. (7) Ever> T license mentioned in section 
175 shall, in additiou to the particulars required 
by section 498, sub-section (7) of ths Calcutta 
Municipal Act, 1923, specify — 

(a) the profession, trade or calling in respect of 
which it is granted ; and 

(b) if the license is a local license as defined in 
rule 2 of Schedule VI, the place of business 
where the said profession, trade or calling is 
exercised or carried on. 

(2) The Commissioner* may at any time grant 
a license for any previous year for which no 
license has been taken out, on payment of the fee. 
which would have been payable therefor in the 
first instance: 

Provided that the production of such a license 
shall not afford a valid defence if the licensee 
is prosecuted for failing to take out a license 
within the time required under thos* provisions. 

Liability and class, now to be determined. 

177. The liability of any person to take out a 
license, and the class under which he shall be 
deemed bound to take out a license, shall be 
determined in accordance with the rules contained 
in Schedule VI. 


Power to Commissioners to require list of 
persons. 

178. The Commissioners may, by written 
notice, require the occupier of any building or 
place of business to forward to them within seven 
days a list, signed by such occupier, of the naiycs 
of all [(eramis exercising or carrying on any pro¬ 
fession, trade or calling therein, and of their 
respective professions, trades and callings.

Chapter XIII.—Scavanging-Tax. 

License to be taken out half-yearly, and 

FEE TO BE PAID THEREFOR. 

179. Every person who exercises in tho town 
of Howrah any of the callings indicated in Part 
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I of Schedule IX shall every half-year take out a 
license and pay /or the same a fee, to be cal¬ 
culated— 

(a) according to the average number of animals 
kept by him in the exercise of such calling, as 
determined from time to time by the Commit* 
sionors, or 

[b) in the case of the owner or occupier of a 
market, according to the average quantity of 
offensive matter and rubbish removed daily, as 
determined from time to time by tin* Commis¬ 
sioners, 

at the rates mentioned in Part II of the said 
• schedule : 

Provided (hat the Commissioners at a mooting 

may remit or refund the whole or any portion of 
the fee so payable by any person in respect of any 
half-year if they are satisfied that such person 
himself removes the offensive matter and rubbish 
accumulating on his premises or hus exercised 
his said calling for a portion only of such half-year. 

GRANT ANI) CONTENTS OF LICENSES. 

ISO. (7) Every license mentioned in section 
179 shall, in addition to the particulars required by 
section 498, sub-section ( l) of the Calcutta Muni¬ 
cipal Act, 1923, specify 

(a) the calling in respect of which it is granted ; 
and 

( b) the animals in respect, of which it is granted 
or, in the case of a market, the average quantity 
of offensivo matter and rubbish removed daily, 
as determined by the Commissioner*. 

(2) Every such license shall be taken out not 
later than the first (lay of .June or the first day of 
December in each year, as the case mav be. 

Chapter XIV.—Tax on Petroleum. 

Control by Commissioners of stoiiaoe and 

TAXATION OF PETROLEUM. 

181. (7) The Commissioners may by noti¬ 
fication in the Calcutta (iaze.tle and with t he pre¬ 
vious sanction of the Local Government, pro¬ 
hibit the introduction into the town of Howrah, 
for the purpose of storage therein, of petroleum 
intended for consumption elsewhere. 

(2) No person shall introduce petroleum into 
the town of Howrah in contravention of any 
notification published under sub-section (7). 

( 3) When any such notification has been pub¬ 
lished, a tax not exceeding four annas for every 
ten gallons may, with the sanction of the Local 
Government, be imposed in the manner provided 
by Chapter VII, on all jietroleum introduced into 
the town of Howrah for consumption therein. 

Confiscation of fetkolkdm. 

182. (7) All petroleum introduced into the 
town of Howrah in contravention of any noti¬ 
fication published under section 181, Hub-section 
(7), may be seized and confiscated. 

(2) All petroleum confiscated under this section 
shall become the property of the Commissioners. 

Chapter XVI.—Recovery of the consolidated rate 
and other taxes. 

Saving of other chapters. 

188. The provisions of this chapter shall be 
deemed to be in addition to, and not in derogation 


of, any powers conferred by or under the other 
chapters of the Calcutta Municipal Act, 1923, 
as In force in the town of Howrah for t he collec¬ 
tion or recovery of the consolidated rate and 
other taxes. 

The conmlidatcd rale. 

Presentation of hills. 

189. (7) When the consolidated rate or any 
instalment thereof is due, the Commissioners 
shall, with the least practicable delay, cruhc to be 
presented to the person liable a bill for the sum 
due. 

(2) Every such bill shall specify the period for 
which, and the premises in respect of which, the 
rate is charged. 

(d) When any person is liable for the consoli¬ 
dated rate on account of more premises than one, 
the Commissioners may charge to him in one or 
several bills, as they may think fit, the several 
sums payable by him as such rate, on account of 
such premises : 

Provided that if such person, by written notice 
to the Commissioners, requests to be furnished 
with separate bills for such sums, the Commission¬ 
ers shall comply with such request in respect 
of all payments on account, of the said rate for 
which such person becomes liable after receipt, 
bv the Commissioners of such notice. 

Notice of demand. 

1 DO. (7) If the amount for which any bill has 
been prosen toil under section IS!* is not paid within 
seven days from such presentation into the 
municipal office or to a municipal officer appoint¬ 
ed to receive the same, the Commissioners 
may cause to be served upon the person liable 
a notice of demand in the for.m in Schedule X, 
or in a form to the like effect. 

(2) For every such notice of demand a fee of 
such amount, not exceeding one rupee, as may 
in each ease he fixed bv t he Commissioners, shall 
be payable by the said person, and the said 
amount shall bo included in the costs of recovery. 

Distraint in the town of Howrah. 

191. (7) If the person liable for the payment 

of the consolidated rate does not, within seven 
days from the service of a notice' of demand under 
section 15)0, pay the sum due, or show sufficient 
cause to the satisfaction of the Commissioners 
for non-payment of the same, 

such sum, with all costs of recovery, may be 
recovered under a warrant in the form in Schedule 
XI, or in a form to the like effect, to lx; issued by 
the Commissioners— 

(a) by distress and sale of any movable pro- 
jierty belonging to Hiich jierson, or 

(b) if such person Ik; the occupier of any pre¬ 
mises in respect of which the sum is due, by dis¬ 
tress and sale of any movable property found on 
the said premises : 

Provided that, when the premises in resjieet of 
which the default is committed are a place of busi¬ 
ness, and the movable property distrained under 
clause (6) is shown to the satisfaction of the 
Commissioners to have been left there (by some 
person other than the person referred to in that 
clause) for repairs or safe custody in the ordinary 
course of business, it Bhall be released. 
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(2) Tho movable property of any portion 
liable for the payment of any sum, for the recovery 
of which a warrant has been issued under sub¬ 
section (1), may be distrained wherever the same 
may be found in thf town of Howrah. 

(3) For every warrant issued under this section, 

a fee shall be charged at the rate mentioned in 
that behalf in Schedule XII, and the amount of 
the said fee shall be included in the costs of 
recovery. * 

Power to Oommiwfonort to kkmit certain fee 

192. The Commissioners may, in their discre¬ 
tion, remit the whole or any part of any fee charge¬ 
able under section 11K), sub-section (2), or section 
191, sub-section (3). 

Power to officer to break open door or 
window. 

193. Any officer charged with the execution 
of a warrant of distress issued under section 191, 
may, if authorized by a general or special order 
in writing by the Commissioners between sunrise 
and sunset, break open any outer or inner door 
or window of a building in order to make the 
distress— 

(a) if he has reasonable ground for believing 
that such building contains property which is 
liable to such distress ; and 

(h) if, after notifying his authority and pur¬ 
pose, and duly demanding admittance, lie cannot 
otherwise obtain admittance : 

Provided that such officer shall not enter, or 
break open the door of, any apart ment appropriat¬ 
ed to the use of females, until he has given not. less 
than three hours’ notice of his intention and has 
given such females,an opportunity to withdraw. 

Officer executino warrant to make inven¬ 
tory AND NOTICE OF sale. 

194. The officer charged with the execution 
of a warrant of distress issued under section 191, 
shall forthwith make in the presence of two wit¬ 
nesses an inventory of the movable property which 
he seizes under such warrant, and shall at the same 
time give a written notice, in the form in Schedule 
XIII, or in a form to the like effect, to the person 
in possession thereof at the time of seizure, that 
such property will be sold as therein mentioned. 

Power to said officer to take away j*roperty 
if forcible removal apprehended. 

195. If there is reason to believe t hat any pro¬ 
perty seized under a warrant of distress issued 
under section 191 is likely, if left in the place 
where it is found, to be removed by force, the 
officer executing the warrant may take it to the 
municipal office or to any place appointed by the 
Commluionars. 

Distresses to be proportionate, to sum dis¬ 
trained for. 

196. The amount of property seized in any 
distress made under these provisions shall not 
be disproportionate to tho amount of the arrears 
due. 


Sale and disposal of proceeds. 

197. (1) If a warrant of distress issued under 

section 191 is not in the meantime suspended by 
the Commissioners or discharged, the movable 
property seized thereunder shall, after the expiry 
of the period mentioned in the notice served 
under section 194, bo sold by order of tho Com¬ 
missioners. 

(2) All sales of property under this section 
shall, so far as may bo practicable, be regula¬ 
ted by tho procedure for the time being in force 
in the Court of Small Causes with respect, to sale 
after distress. 

{3) No municipal officer or servant shall directly 
or indirectly purchase any property at any such 
sale. 

(4) The Commissioners shall apply the proceeds 
of every such sale, or such part thereof as shall be 
requisite, in discharge of the sum due and of tho 
costs of recovery. 

(.’>) The surplus (if any) of such procoeds 
shall be forthwith credited to the Municipal 
Fund ; but, if the same be claimed by written 
application to the Commissioners within three 
years from the date of the sale, a refund thereof 
shall be made to the person who was in possession 
of the movable property at the time of its 
seizure. 

((>) Any such surplus not so claimed shall bo 
the property of the Commissioners. 

Tower to Commissioners to issue fresh war¬ 
rant WHEN SALE-FROCEEDS INSUFFICIENT. 

19S. (7) If the proceeds of any sale under 

section 197 are not sufficient to cover the sum 
due, together with the costs of recovery, the 
Commissioners may issue a fresh warrant of dis¬ 
tress in the form in Schedule XT, or in a form to 
the like effect, for the recovery of the balance 
due and for all additional costs thereof. 

(2) The provisions of sections 191 to 197, 
inclusive, shall, with all necessary modifications, 
be deemed to apply whenever a warrant iH issued 
under sub-section (7). 

Recovery of owner's share of rate from 

occupier, or his sub tenants, and deduc¬ 
tion of amount from rent. 

199. (7) If the sum due from the owner of 

any land or building on account of the consoli¬ 
dated rate remains unpaid after notice of demand 
has been duly served upon him, the Commissioners 
may cause a notice of demand to be served 
upon the occupier of such land or building 
or upon any of his sub-tenants for the time being 
thereof. 

(2) Tf such occupier or any of such sub-tenants 
fails within fifteen days from the service of such 
notice to pay the amount therein demanded, the 
said amount, may be recovered from him by dis¬ 
tress and sale under the provisions of this chapter. 

(3) No arrears of the owner’s share of the con¬ 
solidated rate shall be recovered from any occu¬ 
pier or sub-tenant under this section if it has 
remained due for more than one yearorifitis 
due on account, of any [icriod during which such 
occupier or sub-tenant was not in occupation of 
the land or building in resjieet. of which the rate 
is duo. 

(4) If any sum is.paid by or recovered from any 
occupier or sub-tenant of any land or .building 
under this section, ho shall be entitled to deduct 
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the same from the rent payable by him in respect 
of suoh land or building for the period for which 
the arrear of c< lisolidatod rate was due, or for 
any subsequent period. 

Liability of i’DRCiiaser fob vendor's shakk 

OK CONSOLIDATED HATE. 

200. The purchaser of— 

(a) any land or building, or, 

(b) any share, divided or undivided, in any land 
or building, 

in respect of which any sum is due at the time of 
purchase on account of the owner's share of the 
consolidated rati', shall be liable for the said sum : 

Provided that such purchaser shall not. be 
liable for any sum so due for any period exceeding 
one year prior to t he date of the purchase. 

Execution of distress warrant outside the 

town of Howrah. 

201. (/) When a warrant of distress has been 
issued against any person under section 101 or 
section 1 OS - 

(«) if no sufficient, movable property belonging 
to the said person can be found in the town of 
Howrah, or, 

(b) when the said ]>erson is the occupier of pre¬ 
mises in respect of which the consolidated rate is 
due, if no sufficient movable' property can be found 
on such premises. 

the Commissioners may issue a warrant to anv 
Magistrate in Bengal, for the distress and sale 
of any movable property belonging to the said 
person within the jurisdiction of such Magistrate, 

(2) Any Magistrate to whom a warrant is so 
issued shall— 

( i ) endorse the same and cause it, to be executed, 
and, 

(it) remit the proceeds of the sale under such 
warrant to the Commissioners. 

(3) Such proceeds shall be dealt with under 
the provisions of section 197. 

Distraint not unlawful for want of form. 

202. No distress levied under these provisions 
shall be deemed unlawful, nor shall any person

(«) any defect or want of form in the notice, 
summons, notice of demand, warrant, of distress, 
inventory or other proceeding relating thereto, or 

(b) any irregularity committed by the said 
person: 

Provided that any person aggrieved by such 
defect or irregularity may recover, in any Court, 
of competent jurisdiction, full satisfaction for any 
special damage sustained by him. 

Power to Commissioners to take summary 

PROCEEDINGS AGAINST PERSONS ABOUT TO

203. (J) If the Commissioners at any time 
have reason to believe that any ] mtsoh from whom 
any sum is due on account of the consolidated 
rate is about forthwith to remove from the town 
of Howrah, tlic Commissioners may direct the 
immediate payment by such jicrson of the sum so 
due and cause a bill for the same to be presented 
to him. 


(2) If, on presentation of such bill, the said 
person does not forthwith pay the sum due by 
him, the amount shall be leviable by distress and 
sale under the .provisions of this chapter :

Withdrawal of the e.reai/ilion from surrey 
of certain classes of inland steam and 
•motor vessels. 

Under an order contained in this depart¬ 
ment notification No. 7>S .Nine., dated the 17th 
August 1917. inland steam-vessels, which do 
not ply for hire for passenger traffic or which, 
hough plying for hire lor passenger traffic, 
ire not capable of carrying more than twelve 
lassengers, are exempt from the provisions of 
■haplcr II of the Inland Steam-Vessels Act, 
917. At present these vessels are, therefore, 
lot amenable to survey under the above Act. 
The Local Government, with the sanction of 
he Government of India, have decided that 
he above exemption should be withdrawn, so 
hat all inland steam and motor vessels will 
>e subject to the provisions of chanter TT of 
lie Act, except the following whieii, subject 
a the sanction of the Government of India,

(4) Sin nil motor launches not exceeding 39 
'•;< in length and JO B. 11. P. belonging to

nal recreation by the owner, his family, and 
iends. 

It has been decided that in the ease of motor 
,*j|t the order withdrawing the exemption 
’ll have effect on or about the 1st October. 
'30 and in the case of steam craft on or about 
e 1st February 1931. Formal notifications

>uut those dates. Owners and mastern of 


inland steam and motor vessels, other than 
those mentioned ubove as exceptions, are 
hereby informed that alter those dutes, it will 
be illegal for any such vessel to ply without 
a certificate of survey granted under the Act. 
In the event of the survey, applied for in the 
prescribed munner, not being complete before 
the date on which the exemption is withdrawn, 
no relaxation wi 11 be allowed on that, ground, 
unless the application for survey was made, 
iu the case of a motor vessel, on or before the 
1st June 1930 and, in the case of a steam- 
vessel, on or before the 1st July 1930.

In paragraph f)7 of their report the Royal 
Commission on Agriculture in India recom¬ 
mended that a committee should lie established 
in each major province to work in close co¬ 
operation with the Council of Agricultural 
Research. 

2. The Royal Commission were of opinion 
that, local Governments should have full dis¬ 
cretion regarding the constitution of provin¬ 
cial committees. They, however, suggested 
that the Director of Agriculture and the 
Director of Veterinary Services should invari¬ 
ably lie meml.ers as well as the Principals of 
the Agricultural and Veterinary Colleges 
where these exist, and that there should lie in 
addition at least one* scientific expert from the 
staff of the Agririilturul and Veterinary 
Colleges or Departments, one representative of 
pure science from the provincial University or 
Universities, and one or more 1 non-ofiicial 
members. 

With regard to the functions of the provin¬ 
cial committee's, it was suggested by the Com¬ 
mission ttiat they could best be determined 
after the Council of Agricultural Research had 
been constituted, but amongst its duties would 
be the preparation of programmes of research 
to be laid before the Council of Agricultural 
Research and a report on any application from 
any association or persons within the province 
for a grant, from the Council. 

3. 'l’lie Government of India, Department, 
of Education, Health and Lauds, in constitut¬ 
ing the Imperial Council of Agricultural 
Research iii resolution No. 82(!Agri., dated the 
23rd May 1929. expressed the hope that all 
provincial Governments would take early steps 
to constitute provincial committees to wenje in 
co-operation with the Council of Research on 
the lines suggested by the Royal Commission, 
subject to such modifications as might be con¬ 
sidered necessary in the light of locid condi¬ 
tions. 

4. The Government, of Bengal (Ministry of 
Agriculture) have given careful consideration 
to these suggestions and have now decided to 
establish an Agricultural Research Committee 
in Bengal. The 5 Bengal Agricultural Research 
Committee will bo entirely distinct from the 
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Provincial Board of Agriculture reconstituted 
in resolution No. 43T.A.I., dated 23rd April 
1930, and its innin function will be to co¬ 
operate with the Imperial Council of Agri¬ 
cultural 'Research in matters connected with 
the advancement of agricultural and veterinary 
research, as well as to assist in maintaining 
touch between that body and agricultural 
activities in this Presidency. Its primary 
duty will be to examine all programmes of 
development and research, which Government 
may propose to refer to the Imperial Council 
of Agricultural Research, and report on any 
application from any association or pei’sons 
• within the province for a grant from the 
Councifi It will also advise the local Govern¬ 
ment on any scheme or project which may be 
referred to it for opinion.

NOTIFICATION. 

[Third publication.] 

No. 2-1.—1st April 1930.--In exercise of the powers conferred on him by 
sections 78 and 99 of Act III (B. C.) of 1876, the Governor in Council proposes 
to pass the following rules and to fix the undermentioned rates to be charged 
for water supplied from the Bakreswar Canal in the Birbhuin district - 

Leases for a term of years. 

1. The country served by the canals shall be mapped out into blocks of 
convenient size in accordance with the features of the grounds, natural or 

ft artificial. So far as may be practicable, the blocks shall be separated by 
drainage lines. This shall be done by the Subdivisional Canal Officer under 
the guidance and control of the Divisional Canal Officer. 

2. Each block determined as above shall bo numbered and recorded with 
its gross and irrigable areas in registers to be maintained by the Subdivisional 
Canal Officer. The blocks shall also be marked on maps to lie maintained by 
the same officer. 

3. ljeases for not more than seven years may be granted for the whole 
irrigable area of a block or for definite parts of a block under the following 
conditions :— 

I. —Ordinarily the whole irrigable area of any village so far as situated 

within the block must be included in the lease. If the lands of a 
village within the block are divisible into two or more distinct parts 
which can lx- irrigated independently, a separate lease may lx; 
granted for each part. 

II. —All leases within one block shall lx; so granted that they may expire 

on the same date. 

III.—No lease shall be granted when the supply of water must of necessity 

* be delivered across an unleased area, unless a channel exists, which 

in the opinion of the Subdivisional Canal Officer, will deliver water 
without waste across the unleased area. 

4. The Superintending Engineer shall fix from time to time the gross area 
for which and the limits of the canal within which, leases for a term of years 
may be granted. 

5. Maps of all villages in which lands have been brought under lease for a 
term of years, or in which there is any probability of such leases being taken, 
shall be kept in the Subdivisional Canal Office. These maps to lx; at scale 
32*- 1 mile when such are available, and elsewhere at scale 1(5" — 1 mile. 

6. The preliminary application for a lease for a term of years, either new or 
renewal, may lx; of an informal nature, but it must bo in writing. It may be 
presented and shall be received cither at the Subdivisional or Sectional 
Canal Office; in the latter case the Sectional Officer shall forward it immediately 
to the Subdivisional Canal Officer. The Subdivisional Canal Officer as soon 
as ho has, by personal enquiry or by an enquiry made by the Sectional 
Officer, satisfied himself that the land in question constitutes a definite; block 
or a definite part of a block, and that it can Ihj irrigated, shall at once inform 
the Divisional Canal Officer giving such particulars as that officer may direct, 
and shall ask his formal approval to the lease being proceeded with. On re¬ 
ceipt of such approval the Subdivisional Canal Officer shall forwurd the 
preliminary application to the Executive Engineer, Bankura Division, in 
order that the detailed assessment maybe taken in hand. The lands to Lx; 
brought under lease shall be indicated on a copy of the map alluded to in 
rule 5. 

7. The Executive Engineer on receipt of the application shall depute; an 
amin to prepare the khasra or detailed assessment paper. This shall be 
done on the ground with the aid of the revenue survey map and kkasra. 
Should the survey map and khasra not be available, the amin shall make a 
sketch map, and shall measure the areas of the holdings with a chain or 
measuring-rod. 

8. When the amin has completed the khasra, the Executive Engineer 
Bhall forward it to the Subdivisional Canal Officer for approval. 

9. As soon as the khasra has been approved by the Subdivisional Canal 
Officer, he shall return it to the Executive Engineer endorsed with his signa¬ 
ture in token of approval. 

The Executive Engineer shall then prepare a khulian or abstract of the 
khasra, and shall have the form of application, given as Appendix No. I to 
these rules, filled up and Bigned or marked by each of the applicants, in the 
presence of two witnesses. 
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When the application has boon completely signed, the Executive Engineer 
shall send it to the Divisional Canal Officer, by whom the permit or formal 
approval of the lease shall be signed and issued in the form given as Appendix 
No. Ill to these rules. The permit shall be mode over to the representative 
of the cultivators by the Subdivisional Canal Officer by means of his Sectional 
Officer. The Divisional Canal Officer shall return the application to the Exe¬ 
cutive Engineer, Revenue Division, with a copy of the permit for record. 

10. Should it happen that the cultivators of the block proposed for lease 
are not unanimous, and that certain of them decline to sign the application, 
the Executive Engineer shall report the matter to the Subdivisional Canal 
Officer. This officer shall hold a local enquiry, recording the statements of 
the pontons who decline to .sign and recording Ills personal opinion on the 
reasons given. He shall then send a report to the Divisional Canal Officer, 
who shall decide whether the lease may lie accepted excluding the fields in 
the occupation of the jiersons who decline to sign, or whether the lease shall 
l)c declined. The Divisional Canal Officer is authorised to grant a lease when 
not less than 95 j>er cent, of the net irrigable area of the block has been 
signed for. In particular cases should it tie desirable to grant a lease even 
though an area larger than 5 per cent, of the block has not been signed for, 
this may be done on the written order of the Superintending Engineer. 
The reasons for granting the lease shall be fully recorded. 

Covering Lease#. 

11. Applicants for a lease for a term of years who may require water before 
the lease has been concluded can obtain a supply on tendering an application 
for a covering lease in the form given as Appendix No. II to those rules. 
This application must 1 m; signed in the presence of the tahsildar or of some 
other responsible officer nominated for the purpose by the Suhdvisional 
Canal Officer. The signatures should lx; those of the leading cultivators in 
the block in question and they should represent holders of not less than 75 
per cent, of the irrigable land within the block. 

As soon as the Subdivisional ('anal Officer receives the application duly 
signed, he shall issue a permit in the form given as Appendix No. TV to these 
rules, and shall at once supply water. 

Season Leases. 

12. Applications for water to irrigate spring rice or other crops between 
the 10th Novemlier and 15th June, may lx: presented at the Subdivisional 
(.’anal Office or to the Sectional Officer. They must, be in the form given as 
Appendix No. V to these rules. 

In the applications the areas for which water is required must lie specified 
but the rate will be charged on those areas for which water is actually used as 
determined by measurement. 

The permit in the form given as Appendix No. VI to these rules will be 
granted by the Subdivisional Canal Officer if he is able to supply the water. 


Supply of water. 

13 . The Divisional Canal Officer shall control the supply of water through¬ 
out the Division in his charge. 

14. No water shall lie supplied to any lands except, such as have lieen 
brought under a lease for a term of years or for the season, or to such as are 
provided for by a covering lease. 

15. Under the forms of irrigation lease in use, no specific supply of water 
is promised: but the undertaking is to give such a supply to each lessee as 
may be necessary for the lands leased. The supply shall tie given, as may be 
require or the proper cultivation of the crops under irrigation, according 
to the exigencies of the season. 

16 The Divisional ((anal Officer is empowered to give the required supply 
by rotation, should this lie advisable for the efficient working of the canals 
in his charge. In such a case, he is required to give tlic lessees written notice 
informing them of the periods when they will bo supplied with water. 

Collection of water-rates. 

17 The rates due for water supplied shall be collected by the Executive 
Engineer or other officer in charge of the Revenue Division, B^nkura, through 
his staff of tahsildars and peons. All kfuUians or demand statements shall be 
signed by the Executive Engineer or othor officer in charge of the Revenue 
Division after scrutiny in his office. 
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18.. At the time of preparation of the khatian in the Executive Engineer’s 
office, each person assessed shall lie furnished with an extract from the assess¬ 
ment paper, showing the particulars of the charge against him. This extract 
shall be furnished in such form as may from time to time be approved for the 
purpose. 

19. Each person on paying the sum due from him shall be given a receipt 
in the form prescribed for the purpose. 

20. For the purposes of accounts of control over establishment, and of 
general administration, the Executive Engineer or other officer in charge of 
the Revenue Division is iri the position of an Executive Engineer in charge of 
a Division, and is directly subordinate to the Superintending Engineer. In 
regard to any proceedings taken under the Public Demands Recovery Act 
the Executive Engineer is subject to the control of the Collector of the district. 

Unauthorized use of water and waste of water. 

21. Should it be necessary to take action under the provisions of sections 
79 and 80 of the Act, proceedings shall be instituted only under the direct and 
special order of the Divisional Canal Officer. The primary record of the 
facts regarding the unauthorized use or the waste of water shall be made by 
the Subdivisional Canal Officer and his subordinates. The parties whom it is 
proposed to assess shall l>e informed in writing, and shall be called on to show 
cause why they should not be assessed. The record of their statements shall 
he made by the Divisional or by the Subdivisional Canal Officer. The Divi¬ 
sional Canal Officer shall consider the facts and statements recorded, and shall 
in deciding the ease give his reasons for or against assessment, both as regards 
the facts and as regards the law ; and he shall determine the rate to lx* charged, 
subject to the provision in the schedule of rntes attached to these rules. 

22. Should the Divisional Canal Officer decide on making an assessment, 
he shall have the assessment paper prepared by the Subdivisional ( 'anal Officer 
and his staff. Each person assessed shall be furnished with a statement of the 
charge against him, ami an abstract of the demand or khatian shall be sent to 
the officer in charge of the Revenue Division, who shall proceed to recover the 
sums assessed. The period of one month within which an appeal may 
be presented to the Collector under section 91 of the Act shall count from the 
date on which the statement of the charge may be furnished to the person 
assessed, which date shall l>e endorsed on it. 

23. No proceedings shall be- instituted if the unauthorized use or the waste 
of water have occurred through the. act or neglect of a Canal Officer or sub¬ 
ordinate employed on the canal. During the irrigation of autumn rice, the 
passing on of surplus water from leased to unleased fields is not an un¬ 
authorized use of water. 

Complaints and Applications. 

24. All complaints or applications with respect to the supply of water, 
to defective drainage, and generally with respect- to the administration of the 
canal, shall be received on presentation at either divisional or subdivisional 
canal offices. 

Complaints and applications received by a Divisional Canal Officer may be 
transferred to his Subdivisional Canal Officers for disposal at his discretion. 

Any such complaints or applications, if presented to the Executive Engineer 
or to his staff, shall be returned endorsed with instructions as to the proper 
office at which to present them. If received by post, they shall be at once 
forwarded to the Divisional or (Subdivisional Canal Officer. 

25. Complaints or applications with respect to corrections of the assess¬ 
ment, with respect to the actions of the amins in assessing, and with respect to 
the actions of the tahsildars and other staff employed in collections, shall lx; 
received at the office of the Executive Engineer or other officer in charge of the 
Revenue Division. 

26. Receipts in the prescribed form shall be given at all offices for 
complaints or applications presented. The receipt of all complaints and appli¬ 
cations shall be recorded in registers to be kept for that purpose. 

27. The officer receiving the complaint or application shall either make a 
personal enquiry into the matter or he shall nominate in writing some respon¬ 
sible person to hold the enquiry. 

28. The orders passed on all complaints or applications shall bo in writing 
and a copy of every order shall be furnished to the complainant or applicant. 

The copy of order may be sent by post (registered), if this is convenient. 

The period within which an appeal may be presented under section 91 of 
the" Act shall bo reckoned from the date on which the copy of the order is 
received by the person. 
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n ^'i ,^^ cn a P a PP ea, l to the Collector is from tho order of a Kubdivisional 
Canal Officer, tho proceedings shall l>e calk'd for through the Divisional ('anal 
Officer, who may record on them such remarks as* he may think desirable, 
provided that ho does not thereby detain the proceedings. 

In all cases in which an appeal against an assessment is preferred to the 
Collector, that officer may, if lie thinks fit, direct that the collection of water- 
rates be suspended till the appeal is heard. 

30. She. Divisional Canal Officer is empowered to revise the proceedings 
of his Subdivisional Canal Officers, and the Superintending Engineer is 
empowered to call for and to revise the proceedings of all officers under his 
control. 

Remissions and Alterations of Demand. 

31. Whenever the croj) on land entitled to a supply of water suffers material 
injury from an insufficient supply of water, or from any interruption in the 
supply of water, remission of the rate due on such crop shall be given by the 
Divisional Canal Officer, provided that the person claiming remission shall 
have applied for such not less than todays before the reaping of the crop. 

32. On the occasion of lands being brought under a lease for a term of 
years, the Divisional Canal Officer is empowered to remit the rates for the 
first season on those fields which from the nature; of the cultivation then 
obtaining, or from other causes, have not, in that season, derived any 
benefit from the supply of canal water. 

33. Should the crop on lands under lease for a term of years suffer 
materiul injury from excess of water due to deficient drainage' the* Divisional 
Canal Officer may grant remission of the rates due on such lands in whole 
or in part, provided that the person asking for remission shall have applied 
at least 15 days before; the reaping of the crop. 

34. Revisions of the assessment required in consequence of land under 
louse being left uncultivated or of land being appropriated for purpose's other 
than cultivation shall lie made under the orders of the Divisional Canal Officer. 

35. Revisions of tho assessment required in consequence of incorrect 
entries of the names of occupants of lands underlease or of incorrect entries 
of areas or amounts in the assessment pajiers, or required by changes in the 
occupation of lands shall be lie made under the orders of the Executive Engi¬ 
neer or other officer in charge of the Revenue Division, provided that no 
change involving any increase or decrease in the total area under lease for a 
term pf years shall he made without the concurrence of the Divisional Canal 
Officer. 

30. Remissions of water-rates on account of injury to the crops caused by 
inundation, by blight, by storms or by any extraordinary cause will only he 
allowed under the sjiecial orders of the Local Government. 

Irecoverable Dem ands. 

37. The Superintending Engineer is empowered to sanction the write-off 
of those demands which arc reported, after due enquiry by the Executive 
Engineer or other officer in charge of the Revenue Division, as irrecoverable 
owing to the poverty of the defaulter or of his successors in case of his death, 
or owing to the defaulter having absconded. 

Cultivators’ Representatives. 

38. Whenever the preliminary application for a lease for a term of years 
has lieen approved by tlu* Divisional Canal Officer, the officer in charge of 
the Revenue Division ' shall, with the concurrence of tho Sulidivisional Canal 
Officer, select as representative of the cultivators a suitable person or persons 
who shall generally be acceptable to the cultivators and who shall each have 
a direct interest in the land for which the lease is executed. 

39. The jierson or persons so selected shall be required to give assistance 
to the Canal Officers in resjiect of the following matters - 

{») In the preparation of applications for louses. 

(ti) In the measurement of irrigated lands. 

(in) In recording the names of the occupiers of the holdings. 

(iv) In receiving demand statements and distributing to the cultivator 
the individual notices pf assessment. 

(c) In attending, when required, at enquiries into complaints. 

(tit) In reporting to the Executive Engineer any changes in the occupancy 
of lands under lease. 

(vti) In assisting the tahsjldar in collecting rates. 
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40. For such assistance the cultivators’ representative or representatives 
shall entitled to free irrigation of the lands in his or in their own occupation 
which may lie within tlio boundaries of the leased area, subject to a total limit 
of 3 per cent, of the area assessed. The Executive Engineer or other officer 
in charge of the Revenue Division may disallow in whole or in part this free 
irrigation, and may recover the rates which would otherwise have been 
payable in whole or in part if the assistance specified in rule 39 lias not l>oon 
efficiently rendered. The reasons for such disallowance shall be recorded in 
writing. 

41. The Executive Engineer shull maintain in his office a register contain¬ 
ing a record of the names of all representatives and of the areas of free irriga¬ 
tion allowed to each. 

42. Applicants for season leases shall lx> required to nominate one of their 
number who must have a substantial interest in the land to lie irrigated as 
their representative. The representative so nominated shall perform the 
same duties as stated in rule 39 ami shall receive remuneration on the same 
scale as in rule 40. 

Pouter to decline or cancel lease*. 

43. Should it be proved, after due enquiry, that the supply of water given 
to any leased area is habitually wasted or used for the irrigation of lands not 
under lease, it shall lie competent for the Superintending Engineer to direct 
that the lease shall be cancelled with effect from the 10th of .June next fol¬ 
lowing. The order to cancel a lease shall lie passed before the 1st of April of 
the year in which it is to take effect. 

44. The Superintending Engineer may give directions to the Divisional 
Canal Officer to decline applications for irrigation leases of lands in villages 
where there has been persistent difficulty in realizing the water-rates, until 
all arrears have been paid. 

He may further suspend, or altogether cancel, any lease fora term of ycurs, 
if on the 1st June of any year water-rates to the extent of half the demand 
for one year are in arrears. Previous notice of intention to put this rule in 
force shall be given not later than the 15th April preceding. 

Miscellaneous . 

45. Tanks may be supplied with canal-water without charge, when water 
can be made available without injury to the cultivation dependant on a canal, 
under the following conditions 

( i ) That the water is to lie exclusively used for domestic purposes, or for 

watering cattle. 

[ii) That a channel exists through which water can pass without waste, 
(m) That the water shall only lie supplied on the written order of the Sub- 

divisional Canal Officer. 

(iv) That any new outlet or sluice which may be required to allow of the 

supply being given shall Ik; provided at the cost of the persons who 
ask for the water. 

[v) That the supply of water may be stopped at any time if it is found 

that it is being misused. 

4P>. Except when a public right-of-way exists, no person shall, without, 
the permission expressed in writing of the Divisional or Subdi visional Canal 
Officer, pass himself, or cause any animal or vehicle to pass, on or ueross any of 
the works, banks or channels of a canal, or drainage; work which is part of the 
canal system except by means of such bridges, fords and ferries as may have 
been provided for the purpose. 

Any person who, after due warning, commits a breach of this rule, may be 
proceeded against under section 93, clause (.9), of the Irrigation Act. 

47. The use of any part of the banks or berms of any canal, drainage work 
which is part of the canal system, or flood embankment which is subject to 
the provisions of the Irrigation Act, as a place for relieving the calls of 
nature, is prohibited. Any person who after due warning commits a breach 
of this rule may be proceeded against under section 93, clause (9), of the 
Irrigation Act. 

48. Should water be required for purposes other than irrigation, it may be 
supplied when available at a rate of one rupee per 10,000 cubic feet of water. 

49. No officer employed on the canals, unless especially exempted by the 
Governor in Council from the operation of this rule, shall have any interest 
in the distribution of water from any of the canals or purchase; or bid for any 
Government property sold thereon either in his own name or in the

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(7) “goods” means every kind of moveable property other than 

actionable claims and money; and includes stock.and shares, 
growing crops, grass, and things attached to or forming part 
of the land which are agreed to be severed before sale or under 
the contract of sale; 

(8) a person is said to be “insolvent” who has ceased to pay his 

debts in the ordinary course of business, or cannot flay his 
debts as they become due, whether he has committed an act of 
insolvency or not; 

(9) “mercantile agent” meauB a mercantile agent having in the 

customary course of business as such agent authority either 
to sell goods, or to consign goods for the purposes of Bale, or 
to buy goods, or to raise money on the security of goods; 

(10) “price” meaiiB the money consideration for a sale of goods; 

(11) “property” means the general property in goods, and not merely 

a special property; 

(12) “quality of goods” includes their state or condition; 

(13) “seller” means a person who sells or agrees to sell goods; 

(M) “specific goods” means goods identified and agreed upon at the 
time a contract of sale is made; and 

(15) expressions used but not defined in this Act and defined in the 

Indian Contract Act, 1872, have the meanings assigned to IX of 
them in that Act. 1872. 

3. The unropcafod provisions of the Indian Contract Act, 1872, save ix of 
in so far as they are inconsistent with the express provisions of this Act, 1872. 
shall continue to apply to contracts for the sale of goods. 

CIlAPTElt II. 

Formation of the Contract. 

Contract of Sale. 

4. (1) A contract of sale of goods is a contract whereby the seller 
transfers or agrees to transfer tho property in goods to the buyer for a 
price. There may he a contract of sale between one part-owner and 
another. 

(2) A contract of sale may he ubsolute or conditional. 

(3) Where under a contract of sale the property in the goods is 
transferred from the seller to the buyer, the contract is called a sale, 
hut whore the transfer of the property in the goods is to take place at u 
future time or subject, to some condition thereafter to be fulfilled, the 
contract is called an agreement to sell. 

(4) An agreement to sell becomes a sale when the time elapses or tho 
conditions are fulfilled subject to which the property in the goods is to 
bo transferred. 


Formalilies of the Contract. 

5. (1) A contract of sale is made by an offer to buy or sell goods for 
(i pi ine and the acceptance of such offer. The contract may provide for 
the immediate delivery of the goods or immediate payment of the price 
or both, or for the delivery or payment by instalments, or that the deli¬ 
very or payment or both shall be postponed. 

(2) Subject to the provisions of any law for.the time being in force, a 
contract of sale may be made in writing or by word of mouth, or partly 
in writing aud partly by word of mouth or may be implied from the 
conduct of the parties. 

Subject-matter of Contract. 

. 8. (1) The goods which form the subject of a contract of sale may be 

either existing goods, owned or possessed by the seller, or future goods. 

i Th r e a ““tract for the sale of goods the acquisition of 

winch by the seller depends upon a contingency which may or mav not 
happen. ' J 

(3) Where by a contract of sale the seller purports to effect a present 
sale of future goods, the contract operates as an agreement to sell the 
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7* Where there is a contract lor the sale ol specific goods, the con¬ 
tract is void if the goods without the knowledge of the seller have, at 
the time when the contract was made, perished or become so damaged 
as no longer'to answer to their description in the contract. 


8 . Where there is an agreement to sell specific goods, and subse¬ 
quently the goods without any fault on the part of the seller or buyer 
peri^ or become so damaged as no longer to answer to their description 
m the agreement before the risk passes to the buyer, the agreement is 
thereby avoided. 


The, Price. 

9b (/) The price in a contract of sale may be fixed by the contract 
or may be left to be fixed in manner thereby agreed or may be determined 
by the course of dealing between the parties. 

( 2) Where the price is not determined in accordance with the fore¬ 
going provisions, the buyer shall pay the seller a reasonable price. What 
is a reasonable pricers a question of fact dependent on the circumstances 
of each particular case. 

io.. (i) Where there is an agreement to sell goods on the terms that 
the price is to be fixed by the valuation of a third party and such third 
party cannot or does not make such valuation, the agreement is thereby 
avoided: 

Provided that, if the goods or any part thereof have been delivered 
to, and appropriated by, the buyer, he shall pay a reasonable price there¬ 
for. 


(2) Where such third party is prevented from making the valuation 
by the fault of the seller or buyer, the party not in fault may maintain 
a suit for damages uguinst the party in fault. 


Conditions and Warranties. 

It. Unless a different intention appears from the terms of the con¬ 
tract, stipulations as to time of payment are not deemed to be of the 
essence of a contract of sole. Whether any other stipulation as to time 
is of the essence of the contract or not depends on the terms ef the con¬ 
tract. 

12* (/) A stipulation in a contract of sale, with reference to goods 

which are the subject, thereof may ho a condition or a warranty. 

(2) A condition is a stipulation essential to the main purpose of the 
contract, the breach of which gives rise to a right to treat the contract 
as repudiated. 

(3) A warranty is a stipulation collateral to the main purpose of 
the contract, the breach of which gives rise to a claim for damages but 
net to a right to reject the goods and treat the contract as repudiated. 

( 4 ) Whether a stipulation in a contract of sale is a condition or a 
warranty depends in each case on the construction of the contract. A 
stipulation may be a condition, though called a warranty in the contract. 

. A*' , W Where a contract of sale is subject to any condition to be 
fulfilled by the seller, the buyer may waive the condition or elect to treat 
the breach of the condition as a breach of warranty and not as a ground 
for treating the contract as repudiated. 

(2) Where a contract of sale is not severable and the buyer has 
accepted the goods or part thereof, or where the contract is for specific 
goods the property in which has passed to the buyer, the breach of any 
condition to be fulfilled by the seller can only be treated as a breach of 
warranty and not as a ground for rejecting the goods and treating the 
contract as repudiated, unless there is a tern of the contract, express or 
implied, to that effect. 

(3) Nothing in this section shall affect the case of any condition or 
warranty fulfilment of which is excused by law by reason of impossibility 
or otherwise. 
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28* Unless otherwise agreed, the goods remain at the seller’s risk 
until the property therein is transferred to the buyer, but when the pro¬ 
perty therein is transferred to the buyer, the goods are at the buyer’s 
risk whether delivery has been made or not: 

Provided that, where delivery has been delayed through the fault of 
either buyer or seller, the goods are at the risk of the party in fault as 
regards any loss which might not have occurred but for such fault: 

Provided also that nothing in this section shall affect the duties or 
liabilities of either seller or buyer as a bailee of the goods of the other 
parly. 

Transfer of title. 

27. Subject to the provisions of this Act and of any other law for 
the time being in force, where goods are sold by a person who is not the 
owner thereof and who does not sell them under tho authority or with the 
consent of the owner, the buyer acquires no better title to the goods than 
the seller had, unless the owner of tho goods is by his conduct precluded 
from denying the seller’s authority to sell: 

Provided that, where a mercantile agent is, with tho consent of the 
owner, in possession of the goods or of a document, of title to tlie goods; 
any sale made by him, when acting in the ordinary course of business of 
a mercantile agent, shall be as valid as if he were expressly authorised 
by the owner of the goods to make the same; provided that the buyer acts 
in good faith and has not at the time of the contract of sale notice that 
the seller has not authority to sell. 

28. If one of several joint owners of goods lias the sole possession of 
them by permission of the co-owners, the proporty in the goods is trans¬ 
ferred to any person who buys them of such joint owner in good faith 
and has not at the time of the contract of sale notice that the seller has 
ifot authority to sell. 

29. When the seller of goods has obtained possession thereof under a 
contract voidable under section 19 or section 19A of the Indian Contract 
Act, 1872, but the contract lias not been rescinded at the time of the sale, IX of 
the buyer acquires a good title to tho goods, provided he buys them in 1872. 
good faith and without notice of the seller’s defect of title. 

30. ( 1) Where a person, having sold goods, continues or is in posses¬ 
sion of the goods or of the documents of title to the goods, the delivery 
or transfer by that person or by a mercantile agent acting for him, of 
tho goods or documents of title under any sale, pledge or other disposition 
thereof to any person receiving the same in good faith and without notice 
of the previous sale shall have the same effect, as if the person making the 
delivery or transfer were expressly authorised by the owner of the goods 
to make the same. 

(2) Where a person, having bought or agreed to buy goods, obtains, 
with the consent of the seller, possession of the goods or the documents 
of title to the goods, the delivery or transfer by that person or by a mer¬ 
cantile agent acting for him, of the goods or documents of title under 
any sale, pledge, or other disposition thereof to any person receiving the 
same in good faith and without notice of any lieu or other right of the 
original seller in respect of the goods shall have effect as if such lien or 
right did not exist. 


CHAPTER IV. 

PflimmMANOli 01’ THE CONTRACT. 

31. It is the duty of the seller to deliver the goods and of the buyer 
to accept and pay for them, in accordance with the terms of the contract 
of sale. 

32. Unless otherwise agreed, delivery of the goods and payment of 
the price are concurrent conditions, that is to say, the seller shall be ready 
and willing to give possession of the goods to the buyer in exchange for 
the price, and the buyer shall be ready and willing to pay the price in 
exchange for possession of the goods. 

33. Delivery of goods sold may be made by doing anything which the 
parties agree shall be treated as delivery or which has the effect of putting 
thegoods m the possession of the buyer or of any person authorised to 
hold them on his behalf. 
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34. A delivery of part of goods, in progress of the delivery of the 
whole, has the same effect, for the purpose of passing the property in such 
goods, as a delivery of the whole; Imt a delivery of part of the goods, 
with an intention of severing it, from the whole, does not operate as a 
delivery of the remainder. 


35. Apart from any express contract, the seller of goods is not bound 
to driver them until the buyer applies for delivery. 

36. ( 1) Whether it is for the buyer to take possession of the goods 
or for the seller to send them to the buyer is a question depending in each 
case on the contract, express or implied, between the parties. Apart 
from any such contract, goods sold are to be delivered at the place at 
which they are at the time of the sale, and goods agreed to bo sold 
are to be delivered at the place at which they are at the time of the agree¬ 
ment to sell, or, if not then in existence, at the place at which they are 
manufactured or produced. 

(2) Where under the contract of sale the seller is bound to send the 
goods to tho buyer, but no time for sending them is fixed, the seller is 
bound to send them within a reasonable time. 

(3) Where the goods at the time of sale are in the possession of a third 
person, there is no delivery by seller to buyer unless and until such third 
person acknowledges to the buyer that, he holds the goods on his behalf : 

Provided that nothing in this section shall affect the operation of (he 
issue or transfer of any document, of title to goods. 

(4) Demand or tender of delivery may be treated as ineffectual unless 
made at a reasonable hour. What, is a reasonable hour is a question of 
faot. 

(5) Unless otherwise agreed, the expenses of and incidental to putting 
the goods into a deliverable state shall be borne by the seller. 


. 37. (1) Where the seller delivers to the buyer a quantity of goods 

loss than he contracted lo soil, the buyer may reject them, but if the 
buyer accepts the goods so delivered he shall pay for them at the contract 
rate. 

.(2) Where the seller delivers to the buyer a quantity of goods larger 
than he contracted to sell, the buyer may accept the goods included in 
the contract and reject the rest., or he may reject the whole. If tho buyer 
accepts the whole of the goods so delivered, he shall pay for them at the 
contract rate. 

a Where the seller delivers to the buyer the goods he contracted 
mixed with goods of a different description not included in the 
contract, the buyer may accept the goods which are in accordance with 
the contract and reject the rest, or may reject the whole. 

(4) The provisions of this section are subject to any usage of trade, 
special agreement or course of dealing between the parties. 

38. (I) Unless otherwise agreed, the buyer of goods is not bound to 

accept delivery thereof by instalments. 

(2) W T here there is a contract for the sale of goods to be delivered by 
stated instalments which are to be separately paid for, and the seller 
makes no delivery or defective delivery in respect of one or more instal¬ 
ments, or the buyer neglects or refuses to take delivery of or pay for one 
or more instalments, it is a question in each case depending on the terms 
of the contract and the circumstances of the case, whether the breach 
of contract is a repudiation of the whole contract, or whether it is a 
severable breach giving rise to a claim for compensation, but not to a 
right to treat the whole contract as repudiated. 


39. ( 1) Where, in pursuance of a contract of sale, the seller is autho¬ 

rised or required to send the goods to the buyer, delivery of the goods 
to a carrier, whether named by the buyer or not, for the purpose of 
transmission to the buyer, or delivery of the goods to a wharfinger for 
safe custody, is prima facie deemed to be a delivery of the goods to the 
buyer. 
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(4) If the goods are rejected by the buyer and the carrier or other 
bailee continues in possession of them, the transit is not deemed to be at 
an‘end, even if the seller has refused to receive them back. 

(5) When goods are delivered to a ship chartered by the buyer, it is 
a question depending on the circumstances of the particular case, whether 
they are in the possession of the master as a carrier or as agent of the 
buyer. 

(6) Where the carrier or other bailee wrongfully refuses to deliver 
the goods to the buyer or his agent in that behalf, the transit is deemed 
to be at an end. 

(7) Where part delivery of the goods has been made to the buyer or 
his agent in that behalf, the remainder of the goods may be stopped in 
transit, unless such part delivery has been given in such circumstances 
as to show an agreement to give up possession of the whole of the goods. 

How stoppage 52. (1) Tho unpaid seller may exorcise his right of stoppage in 

in transit is transit cither by taking actual possession of the goodH, or by giving 

effected. notice of his claim to the carrier or other bailee in whose possession the 

goods are. Such notice may be given cither to the person in actual 
possession of the goods or to his principal. In the latter case the notice, 
to be effectual, shall be given at such time and* in such circumstances 
that the principal by the exercise of reasonable diligence, may communi¬ 
cate it to his servant or agent in time to prevent a delivery to the buyer. 

(2) When notice of stoppage in transit is given by the seller to the 
carrier or other bailee in possession of the goods, lie shall re-deliver the 
goods to, or according to tho directions of, the seller. The expenses of 
such re-delivery shall be borne by the seller. 


Effect of 
eub-ealo or 
pledge by 
buyer. 


Transfer by buyer and seller. 

53. (1) Subject to the provisions of this Act., the unpaid seller’s 

right of lien or stoppage in transit, is not affected hy any sale or other 
disposition of the goods which the buyer may have made, unless the seller 
has assented thereto: 

Provided that where a document of title to goods has been issued 
or lawfully transferred to any person as buyer or owner of the goods, 
and that, person transfers the document, to a person who takes the docu¬ 
ment. in good faith and for consideration, then, if such last, mentioned 
transfer was hy way of sale, the unpaid seller’s right of lien or stoppage 
in transit, is defeated, and, it such last mentioned transfer was by way of 
pledge or other disposition for value, the unpaid seller’s right of lien or 
stoppage in transit, can only he exercised subject to the rights of the 
transferee. 

(2) Where the transfer is by way of pledge, the unpaid seller may 
require the pledgee to have the amount secured by the pledge satisfied in 
the first instance, as far as possible, out of any other goods or securities 
of the buyer in the hands of the pledgee aud available against the buyer. 


Sale not 54. ( 1 ) Subject to the provisions of this section, a contract of sale 

generally is not rescinded by the mere exercise by an unpaid seller of his right of 

rescinded by lien or stoppage in transit. 

in tmnri£ P1>ftge (~) Where the goods are of a perishable nature, or where the unpaid 
seller who has exercised his right of lien or stoppage in transit gives 
notice to the buyer of his intention to re-sell, the unpaid seller may, if 
the buyer does not within a reasonable time pay or tender the price, 
re-sell tho goods within a reasonable times ami recover from tho original 
buyer damages for any .loss occasioned by his breach of contract, but 
the buyer shall not be entitled to any profit which may occur on the re¬ 
sale. If such notice is not given, the unpaid seller shall not he entitled 
to recover such damages and the buyer shall be entitled to the profit, 
if any, on the re-sale. 

(3) Where an unpaid Heller who has exercised his right of lien or 
stoppage in transit re-sells the goods, the buyer acquires a good title there¬ 
to as against the original buyer, notwithstanding that no notice of the 
re-Rale has been given to the original buyer. 

(4) Where the seller expressly reserves a right of re-sale in case the 
buyer should make default, and, on the buyer making default, re-sells 
the goods, the original contract of sale is thereby rescinded, but without 
prejudice to any claim which the seller may have for damages. 
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CHAPTER VI. 

Suits for breach of the contract. 

55. (1) Where under a contract of sale the property iu the goods has 

.passed to the buyer and the buyer wrongfully neglects or refuses to 
pay for the goods according to the terms of the contract, the seller may 
sue 4^im for the price of the goods. 

(2) Where under a contract of sale the price is payable on a day cer¬ 
tain irrespective of delivery and the buyer wrongfully neglects or refuses 
to pay such price, the seller may sue him for the price although the 
property in the goods has not passed and the goods have not been ' 
appropriated to the contract. 

56. Where the buyer wrongfully neglects or refuses to accept and 
pay for the goods, the .seller may Bue him for damages for non-acceptance. 

57. Where the seller wrongfully neglects or refuses to deliver the 

goods to the buyer, the buyer may sue the seller for damages for non¬ 
delivery. • 

58. Subject to the provisions of Chapter II of the Specific. Relief 

Act, 1877, in any suit for breach of contract to deliver specific or ascer- I of 1877. 
tained goods, the Court may, if it thinks fit, on the application of the 
plaintiff by its decree direct that the contract shall be performed 
specifically, without, giving the defendant the option of retaining the 
goods on payment of damages. The decree may be unconditional, or 
upon such terms and conditions as to damages, payment of the price or 
otherwise, as the Court may deem just, and the application of the 
plaintiff may be made at any time before the decree. 

59. (/) Where there is a breach of warranty by the seller, or where 
the buyer elects or is compelled to treat any breach of a condition on the 
part of the seller as a breach of warranty, the buyer is not by reason only 
of such breach of warranty entitled to reject the goods; but he may— 

(a) set up against the seller the breach of warranty in diminution 

or extinction of the price; or 

( b ) sue the seller for damages for breach of warranty. 

(2) The fact that a buyer lias set up a breach of warranty in diminu¬ 
tion or extinction of the price does not prevent him from suing for the 
same breach of warranty if he has suffered further damage. 

60. Where either party to a contract of sale repudiates the contract 
beforo the date of delivery, the other may either treat the Contract as 
subsisting and wait till the date of delivery, or he may treat the contract 
as rescinded and sue for damages for the breach. 

61. (1) Nothing in this Act shall affect the right of the seller or 
the buyer to recover interest or special damages in any case where by law 
interest or special damages may be recoverable, or to recover the money 
paid where the consideration for the payment of it has failed. 

(2) In the absence of a contract to the contrary, the Court may award 
interest at such rate us it thinks fit on the amount of the price— 

(а) to the seller in a suit by him for the amount of the price—from 

the date of the tender of the goods or from the date on which 
the price was payable; 

(б) to the buyer in a suit by him for the refund of the price iu a case 

of a breach of the contract on the part of the seller—from the 
date on which the payment was made. 


CHAPTER VII. 

Miscellaneous. 

62. Where any right, duty or liability would arise under a contract 
of sale by implication of law, it may be negatived or varied by express 
agreement or by the course of dealing between the parties, or by usage, 
if the usage is such as to bind both parties to the contract. 
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•63. Where in this Act any reference is made to a reasonable time, 
the question what is a reasonable time is a question of fact. 

.64. In the case of a sale by auction— 

(1) where goods are put up for sale in lots, each lot is prima facie 

deemed to be the subject of a separate contract of sale; 

(2) the sale is complete when the auctioneer announces its completion 

by the fall of the hammer or in other customary manner; and, 
until such announcement is made, any bidder may retract his 
bid; 

(3) a right to bid may be reserved expressly by or on behalf of the 

seller and, where such right is expressly so reserved, but not 
otherwise, the seller or any one person on his behalf may, 
subject to the provisions hereinafter contained, bid at the auc¬ 
tion ; 

(4) where the sale is not notified to be subject to a right to bid on 

behalf of the seller, it shall not be lawful for the seller to bid 
himself or to employ any person to bid at such sale, or for the 
auctioneer knowingly to take any bid from the seller or any 
such person; and any sale contravening this rule may be 
treated as fraudulent by the buyer; 

(5) the sale may be notified to be subject to a reserved or upset 

price; 

(ff) if the seller makes use of pretended bidding to raise the price, 
the sale is voidable at the option of the buyer. 

' 65. Chapter VJI of the Indian Contract Act, 1872, is hereby 

• repealed. 


66 . (1) Nothing in this Act or in any repeal effected thereby shall 

affect or be deemed to affect— 

(a) any right, title, interest, obligation or liability already acquired, 

accrued or incurred before the commencement of this Act, or 

(b) any legal proceedings or remedy in respect of any such right, 

title, interest, obligation or liability, or 

(c) anything done or suffered before the commencement of this Act, 

or 

(d) any enactment relating to the sale of goods which is not expressly 

repealed by this Act, or 

(c) any rule of Jaw not inconsistent with this Act. 

(2) The rules of insolvency relating to contracts for the sale of goods 
shall continue to apply thereto, notwithstanding anything contained in 
this Act. 

( 3 ) The provisions of this Act relating to contracts of sale do not apply 
to any transaction in the form of a contract of sale wliich is intended to 
operate by way of mortgage, pledge, charge or other security.

certain purposes. 

Whereas it is expedient further to amend the Inland Steam-vessels 
Act, 1917, for the purposes hereinafter appearing; It is hereby enacted I of 1017. 
as follows: — 

1. ( 1 ) This Act may be called the Inland Steam-vessels (Amend¬ 
ment) Act, 1930. 

(2) It shall come into force on the first day of January 1931, except 
clause (ft) of sub-section (1) of section 54A of the Inland Steam-vessels 
Act, 1917, as hereby enacted, which shall come into force on such date I of 1017. 
as the Governor General in Council may, by notification in the Gazette 
of India, appoint. 

2 . In Chapter VI of the Inland Steam-vessels Act, 1917, after sec- iof 1017. 
tion 54 the following sections shall be inserted, namely:— 


“ 54A. ( 1) The Governor .General in Council may, by notification 

in the Gazette of India, after such inquiry as he may consider neces¬ 
sary, in respect of any system of inland waterways, or of any stretch

vessels; and 

(d) declare what shall be deemed to be the distance between any 

two stations on an inland waterway for the purpose of cal¬ 
culating passengers’ fares or freight on goods where maxi¬ 
mum or minimum rates have been fixed tinder this section. 

(2) The Governor General in Council shall not fix any minimum 
rate under clause (a) or clause (c) of sub-section (/) in respect of any 
class of passengers br description of goods carried on any system of 
waterways, or stretch of waterway, or on the run between any two 
stations on an inland waterway, unless he is satisfied that the rates 
charged on any inland steam-vessel or .group of such vessels in respect 
of such passengers or goods have been reduced to such an extent as to 
disclose an intention to force any other inland steam-vessels or group 
of such vessels to cease from carrying such passengers or goods.

An Act further to amend the Indian Railways Act, 1.890, for certain 

purposes. 

Wiieueak it is expedient further to amend the Indian Railways Act, 
1890, for the purposes hereinafter appearing; It is hereby enacted as 
follows: — 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Indian Railways (Amendment) 
Act, 1930. 

(2) This section shall come into force at once; and the Governor 
General in Council.may, by notification in the Gazette of India, direct 
that the other provisions of this Act shall come into force in respect 
of any railway on sueh date as he may by the notification appoint. 

2 . After Chapter VI of the Indian Railways Act, 1890, the follow¬ 
ing Chapter shall be inserted, namely:— 


“CHAPTER VIA. 

Limitation of employment of railway servants. 

71A. In this Chapter, unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context,— 

(a) the employment of a railway servant is said to be ‘essentially 
intermittent’ when it has been declared to be so by the 
authority empowered in this behalf, on the ground that it 
involves long periods of inaction; during which the railway 
servant is on duty but is not called upon to display either 
physical activity or sustained attention; and 

(ft) except in section 71B, a ‘railway servant’ means a railway 
servant to whom this Chapter applies. 

71B. This Chapter applies only to such railway servants or classes 
of railway servants us the Governor General in Council may, by rules 
mude under section 71K, prescribe. 

71C. (I) A railway servant, other than a railway servant whose 

employment is essentially intermittent, shall not be employed for'more 
than sixty hours a week on the average in any month. 

(2) A railway servant whose employment is essentially intermittent 
shall not be employed for more than eighty-four hours in any week. 

(3) Subject to rules made under section 71E, temporary exemptions 
of railway servants from the provisions of sub-section ( 1 ) and sub-section 
(2) may be made—

An Act further to amend the Indian Income-tax Act , 1922, for certain 

purposes. 

Whereas it is expedient further to amend the Indian Income-tax 
Act, 1922, for certain purposes hereinafter appearing; It is hereby XI of 
enacted as follows:— 1022. 


1. (T) This Act may he called the Indian Income-tax (Amendment.) 

Act, 1930. 

(2) It shall come into force on the 1st day of April, 1930. 


2. In section 2 of the Indian Income-tax Act, 1922 (hereinafter xi of 
referred to as the said Act),— 1022 . 

(a) after clause (6‘) the following clause shall he inserted, namely : — 

“(6A) ‘ firm,’ ‘partner ’ and * partnership ’ have the same mean¬ 
ings respectively as in the Indian Contract Act, 1872”; and IX of

“{14) ‘ registered firm ’ means a firm registered under the provi¬

An Act further to amend the Indian Income-tax Act, 1922, for a 

certain purpose. 

Whereas it is expedient further to amend the Indian Income-tax XI of 
Act, 1922, for the purpose hereinafter appearing; It is hereby enacted 1022 * 
as follows:— 


1. This Act may be called the Indian Income-tax (Third Amend 
merit) Act, 1930. 


2. In sub-section (2) of section .10 of the Indian Income-tax Act, xiof 
1922, after clause (viii), the following clause shall be inserted, 1922. 
namely: — 

“( viiia ) any sum paid to an employee as bonus or commission for 
services rendered, where such sum would not have been payable to him 
as profits or dividend if it had not lieen paid as bonus or commission : 

Provided that the amount of the bonus or commission is of a reason¬ 
able amount with reference to— 

(a) the pay of the employee and the conditions of his service; 

( b ) the profits of the business for the year in question ; and 

(c) the general practice in similar businesses; ”.

WiiKiiEAS it is expedient that due provision should he made for 
those cases in which parents or guardians may, by reason of their con¬ 
science or exceptional family circumstances, have to marry their 
children or wards before they have attained, if a male, eighteen years 
of age, or if a female, fourteen years of age; It is hereby enacted us 
follows: — 

1. (/) This Act may be called the Child Marriage Restraint Amend¬ 
ment Act, 1930. 

{2) It shall extend to the whole of British India, including British 
Baluchistan and tiic Sontlial l’arganas. 

(3) It shall come into force from the 1st day of , 19 . 

2. Whoever, being the parent or the gtfardian of either of the con¬ 
tracting parties, bus obtained an order from the principal Civil Court 
of original jurisdiction where the said parent or guardian, or either 
of the contracting parties, resides, permitting him to solemnise a 
marriage betwcon the parties, both or one of whom are yet children, 
shall bo allowed to proceed with their, or his, or her marriage, as the 
case may be. 

3. The parent or the guardian or either of the contracting parties 
performing a mui riuge in Die circumstances described in section 2 shall • 
be exempt from the punishment provided for in the Child Marriage 
Restraint Act, 1929.

Resolution on the working of Union 
Boards for the year 1928-29. 

. Number of Union Boards. . 

With the rapid increase in the number 
of Union Boards in the last two years it 
has been found impossible to include 
reference to these bodies in the Resolu¬ 
tion on Digtrict Boards as was previously 
the practice. The difficulty of obtain¬ 
ing and compiling statistics from 4,000 
village authorities has resulted in delays 
which it is hoped to overcome by evolv¬ 
ing a smoother routine. 

In the Resolution for 1927-28 atten¬ 
tion was drawn to the remarkable in¬ 
crease from 2,260 to 3,005 union boards. 
Progress in 1928-29 surpasses even these 
figures, the total number of union 
boards rising to 4,089. There can 
be little doubt that, though the maxi¬ 
mum has by no means been reached the 
year 1928-29 will represent the sharp¬ 
est upward movement, and that the 
curve of annual increase of union boards 
will now flatten out as completion of the 
system is approached. The districts 
to which the increase was mainly attri¬ 
butable were Dacca, Mymensingh in 
Eastern Bengal, all districts in the Pre¬ 
sidency Division except Nadia, and the 
districts of Dina j pur, Pabna and Mai da. 
In these three districts and in Murshi- 
dabad district union boards made their 
appearance for the first time. 

U nion Board franchise and elections. 

Union Boards are a school of franchise 
in which the voters on the electoral 
roll now number 2,293,000; and 
the importance of the movement in 
thus extending electoral coAsciousness to 


the masses can hardly be oven-estimatec 
As the number of members was 36,36 
each voter has on the average somethin 
considerably better than one chanoe in 
hundred of entering on the career c 
village activities which membership of 
union board affords. It is to be feares 
that the keenest enthusiasm over thes 
elections only makes itself felt wher 
personal feuds lie behind, as is reporter 
in Burdan district; and recourse t< 
the civil courts to thwart the electio: 
is an unwelcome feature noticed in th 
24-Parganas. But on the whole, takinj 
the average of these very numerous loea 
elections the Commissioners' reports shov 
that they functioned as well as could b< 
expected at this early stage. 

4 ‘ 

Popularity of the Union Board 
Movement. 

It is fair to say that the formation oi 
union boards is now generally welcomed 
except in localities where there are special 
influences, such as a political campaign, 
or the hostility of defeated candidates 
directed to thwarting the movement. 
The chief danger, apart from political 
campaigns, lies in the apprehension 
so often felt that the Union Board 
means increased taxation. Here and 
there perhaps the over enthusiasm of 
supporters of the movement, anxious 
to see the powers of taxation for improve¬ 
ment made early use of by the new 
boards, may have contributed to these 
apprehensions. Any such reaction is 
to be avoided, and the policy of Govern¬ 
ment would be rather to let a union 
board find its own specific needs and then 
have recourse to section 37 (b) of the 
Act to meet them, than to encourage 
recourse to this section in order to raise 
funds for comparatively aimless improve¬ 
ments, the need for which has not yet 
been appreciated by the villagers contri¬ 
buting to the cost. 

Financial Statistics. 

The total receipts of Union Boards, 
excluding opening balances, amounted 
to Rs. 71,42,000 of which Rs. 53,80,000 
was realized on account of the union 
rate, Rs. 2,29,000 as rents of Chaukidari 
Chakran lands, Rs. 1,73,000 from pounds 
and ferries and Rs. 1,14,000 and 
Rs. 3,37,000 as grants from the District 
Board respecti vely under sections 33 and 
45 of the Village Self-Government Act. 
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These figures leave a clear balance of 
neatly • twenty-three lakhs spent by 
village authorities for the miscellaneous 
purposes of the Act such as communica¬ 
tions,’public health and medical relief, 
water-supply and education. No more 
striking criterion could be found of the 
progress maffb in a single decade in the 
field of village self-government in Bengal. 

Individual Activities of Union Boards. 

To those acquainted with Union 
Board work one of its most noticeable 
J eatures is tlie growing touch of indi¬ 
viduality which marks so many of these * 
local authorities as their resources and 
activities expand; and the Minister is 
glad to find mention of some of the more 
prominent among them in the Commis¬ 
sioners’ reports. In the Burdwan Dis¬ 
trict the Ranch ra Union Board sank 
tube wells, reserved tanks and main¬ 
tained an irrigation channel. The Simu- 
lia Union Board opened a dispensary and 
there are now no less than twenty-one 
union board dispensaries in this district. 

In Birbhum District the 1 Naravanpur 
and Kusumba Union Boards co operated 
in the construction of a road with a 
bridge costing Rs. 1,800. In the Bogra 
District the Union Boards of llukindi- 
pur and Santahar are specially mention¬ 
ed for their dispensary services. 

Some of the larger union boards 
show a bu’dgot exceeding that of 
the smaller municipalities. Rarnpurhat 
Union Board, for instance, having an 
assessment list under section 37(6) of 
the Act alone, apart from its cliaukidary 
charges, of Rs. 6,700. 

Attitude of District Boards. 

With the exception of the district of 
Bankura in which a deliberate campaign 
against Union Boards was engineered 
District Boards were well disposed to the 
Union Board movement and gave them a 
fair measure of financial support. There 
is great disparity, however, in the in¬ 
terpretation by different district boards 
of their obligation under section 45 of the 


Act to make a “ suitable grant ” to union 
boards raising rates under section 37 
(6) for purposes of improvement. At the 
one extreme the District Board of the 
24-Parganas made grants of Rs. 36,420 
as against union Tate* under section 
37(6) of only Rs. 17,134, whereas at 
the other the Earidpur District Board 
granted only Rs. 19,321 as against union 
rates of Rs. 1,26,417. No hard and 
fast rule can be laid down, but clearly 
some mean should be followed between 
these two extremes and District Boards 
might well consider whether, so far 
as their resources permit, the principle 
of approximating their grants to one- 
third of the rate raised under section 
37(6) (the usual proportion for a Govern¬ 
ment grant against local contribu¬ 
tions), would not form a useful guide. 
This would not however preclude 
District Boards from making a grant to 
a Union Board on account of efficient 
administration, even when no rate under 
section 37 (6) has been raised, as 
contemplated by the rules. . The 
total amount paid by District Boards 
to Union Boards was just over four 
lakhs, including Rs. 1,14,000 paid ' to 
Union Boards under section 33 for the 
management of institutions and works 
transferred to them by District Boards. 
In addition the Union Boards derived 
from pounds a total income of 
Rs. .1,70,085 which till recently constitut¬ 
ed part of the assets of District Boards. 
The ultimate problem in the financial re¬ 
lations of District Boards to Union 
Boards lies in determining the extent to 
which the former can transfer to the 
latter assistance drawn from their in¬ 
elastic sources of revenue without hinder¬ 
ing the proper discharge of their own 
functions.

It. Capital and Income.— The capital of 
the institution is Rs. 10,46,200 in 3$ per cent. 
Stock Certificates of the year 1865 which are 
held by the Controller of Indian Treasuries, 
while in addition there are temporary invest¬ 
ments from savingH which stood at the end of 


the year at Rs. 39,600 (as compared with 
Rs. 32,600 at the end of 1928). The difference 
of Rs. 7,000 is.due to Rs. 5,000 6 per cent. 
Bonds of 1930, which had matured, being 
converted into Rs. 5,200 5 per cent. Loan of 
1939-44 and Rs. 300 more of the same loan 
being purchased (making a total increase of 
Rs. 500); and to Rs. 9,500 being placed on 
fixed deposit in November 1929 in the Mer¬ 
cantile Bank of India for three months, as 
compared with a deposit of oply Rs. 3,000 at 
the end of the previous year. The total 
interest obtained in 1929 was Rs. 37,930-2-2 
(against Rs. 37,828-13-10 in 1928). The total 
income in 1929 was Rs. 38,186-4-8, including 
Rs. 256-2-6 by refund, etc., as noted below: —

The total income in 1928 was 
Rs. 37,957-13-10. 


The amounts received as interest, etc., were 
kept with tlie Imperial Bank 6'f India. Dur¬ 
ing the year the following amounts were 
transferred to fixed deposit for short periods in 
order to earn some extra interest: Rs. 6,000 
for three months in May 1929 at 3$ per cent, 
per annum, and Rs. 9,500 in November 1929 
for three months at 4 per cent, per annum. 
The year opened with a balance of 
Rs. 10,583-3-10 jilut Rs. 3,000 in fixed deposit, 
and closed with a gross balance of 
Rs. 13,328-4-4, of which Rs. 9,500 is in fixed 
deposit in the Mercantile Bank of India. The 
nett closing balance therefore was 
Rs. 3,828-4-4. 


During the year it was found necessary to 
remove six more wards on account of unsatis¬ 
factory work, with the result that, for the 
first time for four years, there was a slight 
decrease in the total number of wards on the 
31st December, as will be seen from the table

It will he seen from (his summary that, in 
consequence of various measures taken hy the 
Governors during the year, expenditure was 
kepi, williin income and (he financial condition 
of the institution considerably improved. 

Four of the above mentioned total of 11)5 
wards lefl at the end of the year, so dial at 
the time of writing- (4th March 1030) there 
were actually 101 ! 10 new wards, i.r.. Ill 
wards on the rolls, as compared with 1J0 oil 
the 12th March 1028. 

ITT. Election to vacancies, etc.— (1) The 

annual election of wards was held on Monday, 
2nd December 1020. 'There were actually i8 
vacancies, but, in consideration of the financial 
position of the Trust, the (lovernors decided to 
advertise eight vacancies only-, and 51 appli¬ 
cations were received. These were considered 
hy a sub-committee consisting of (1) Tin*, Revd. 
Ronald S. McKenzie, (2) The Revd. Fat her F. 
Keyeux, s.j., (3) The Revd. E. S. Johnson, 
.4) Mr. Maurice Remfry and (5) Mrs. H. 
Ikirton, and, on their recommendation, eight 
firls were elected, while two were kept as 
eserves for future vacancies. These two 
rirls were eventually taken in, as it was found 
hat. the budget would be able 1 to bear (he 
harge. Of the ten girls (1ms elected (against 
2 in the previous year), four were placed in 
lie Loreto Convent, Entally, two in the 
alcutta Girls’ High School, one in St. 
Imams’ School, Kidderpore, one in the Loreto 
on vent, Asansol, and two in the l’ratt. 
lemorial School. 

Favourable medical and school reports were 
reived regarding the twelve wards elected in 
’•ms^y 1929, and accordingly their admission 
warun’confirmed lp the Governors at 
eir meeting held on the 2nd December 1929. 

(2) Of the 18 wards withdrawn during the 
ar under report, four had attained the age 
17, Bix were removed from school on account 
unsatisfactory progress, seven on the expiry 
the extensions granted to (hem, and one left 
account of ill health. 

(3) Of the 13 girls who had been withdrawn 
ring the year 1928, five were removed on 
■ount of unsatisfactory progress and one for 
ubordination and misconduct. Of the 
Gaining seven, one left for Rangoon, while 
: address of two others could not be traced. 


The fourth joined the Campbell Medical School 
and Hospital and pussed the Primary 
Licentiate Examination of the State Faculty 
of Bengal and is now reading in the 2nd year 
class. The Superintendent (Major Mukherjoe, 
j.m.s.) reports that she is a regular and 
studious girl. Tt, will take her another three 
years to complete the full course. The fifth, 
after leaving school, has been seeking employ¬ 
ment, while the sixth, who is still under age, 
is waiting to be trained as a. nurse. The 
seventh girl, who hud left school at. the age of 
18, joined the Calcutta Girls’ School as a pupil 
teacher.

Paul’s School and one ward in the Calcutta 
Girls’ School, the general health of the girls 
on the Foundation was on the whole satis¬ 
factory. Four girls suffering with defective 
sight were supplied with spectacles. Those 
wards whose teeth required attention duly 
received it. 

IV. Education and maintenance.— (1) The 

nature of the education generally imparted to 
the wards is that prescribed for a higher grade 
school under the Code of Regulations for 
European Schools in Bengal) hut in a few 
cases also that for secondary and primary 
schools. 

(2) The Governors are anxious that their 
wards should become useful citizens when they 
leave school and have accordingly asked the 
Visting Governors to make, in consultation 
with the school authorities, definite proposals, 
where this seems desirable, for training wards 
who have attained or are about to attain the 
age of 14, so that the last three years of their 
school life may be spent to the best advantage, 
and be a preparation for earning a living. A 
circular on this point was issued last year to 
the heads of schools where Bruce wards arc 
educated. 

(3) During the year under review, one ward 
passed the I. A. Examination in I lie first 
divsion, one the Junior Cambridge Examina¬ 
tion with credit, and one the Higher Grade 
School Final Examination in Domestic 
Science, with distinction iu Needle-work and 
Home-nursing. One ward obtained a certi¬ 
ficate in the Lower Division Musical Examina¬ 
tion of the Royal Academy in Pianoforte and 
Theory—Divsion II., one passed the Higher 
Grade School Final Examination (Commercial 
course), and two others obtained the junior 
certificate, St. John's Ambulance First Aid. 

(4) Under the rules, a ward is not ordinarily 
allowed to remain on the Foundation after the 
age of 17, when an outfit grant, of Rs. 100 is 
generally given to enable her to make a start 
in life. In eases where wards wisli to be 
trained as teachers and have the support of the 
school authorities, or where some special train¬ 
ing is recommended, or when a ward is pre¬ 
paring for a higher examination such as Inter¬ 
mediate Arts or Commercial Course examina¬ 
tion, and in the event of the ward being report¬ 
ed on well, some extension of the period of 
benefit is generally allowed. Four wards were 
granted extensions during the year under 
report. 

(5) The monthly average cost for the educa¬ 
tion and maintenance of each ward amounted 
to Rs. 27-8-3 against Rs. 26-1.1-0 in 1928 in 
the preceding year.

I have considered in Council the replies re¬ 
ceived from subscribers to the circular letter 
issued in October last submitting proposals for 
the distribution of the surplus reported on the 
valuation, as at 31st, March 1928, of the Indian 
Civil Service Family Pension Scheme. 

2. The replies received both in this country 
and in India, iudicute that the proposals are 
approved by a large majority of the subscrib¬ 
ers, anil 1 have thereiore decided to approve 
them without alteration. I summarise below, 
for convenience, the measures sanctioned. 

A. The permanent addition to the basic 
rate of pensions will in future be at the rate of 
334 per cent, in place of 20 per cent, us 
hitherto. 

B. The basic rate of pensions will, until 
further notice, be subject in addition to a 
temporary increase of 16§ per cent. The total 
pension payable will thus remain at a rate 50 
per cent, above the basic. 
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C. Monthly contributions will in future 
be at the following rates, according to the 
subscriber’s idate of entry: — 

For entrants before 1st April 1916, 75 per 
cent, of basic rates. 

For entrants between 1st April 1916 and 
31st July 1925, 87A of basic rates. 

For entrants between 1st August 1925 and 
31st March 1928, during first seven 
years 112A per cent, of basic rates, 
thereafter 100 per cent, of basic rates. 

For entrants after 31st March 1928, 112A 
per cent, of basic rates. 

D. Subscribers who entered before 1st 
April 1910 will be relieved of payment of 
subscriptions utter 25 years’ service. This 
will apply to subscribers who, on retiring 
under the Premature Retirement Rules, 
elected to continue subscriptions under options 
B or 0. 

E. Subscribers marrying ifl'tei* retirement 
who take advantage of the provisions of Rule 
'23 will in future pay in place of the donations 
on marriage hitherto prescribed in the Seventh 
Schedule, enhanced donations at a rate £200 
in excess of that applicable to subscribers 
marrying before retirement. The donation 
will, however, secure pension not only to the 
wife but to the children, if any, of the 
marriage. Subscribers who have married 
after retirement and paid donations for wife 
and children at the rates hitherto prescribed 
in Schedule Seven will be entitled to a refund 
of the amount paid in excess of the new rate, 
but without interest. Subscribers who have 
jiuid donation for a wife but have not reported 
the birth of a child or children may secure 
pension for such child or children on paying 
the difference between the old ynd the new 
rates of donation without interest. 

Subscribers on active service whose subscrip¬ 
tions cease after 25 years will be liable for the 
enhanced donations applicable to retired sub¬ 
scribers subject to the provision that the total 
amount so puid shall not exceed that wliich 
they would have paid under the normal rules 
applicable to (llass I subscribers. 

F. Pensions will be paid to sons over the 
age of 24 on production of proof that, by reason 
of physical or mental infirmity they were not 
at that time or at any subsequent time capable 
of earning u living. 

3. In view of the fact that the Actuary’s 
estimates of cost assume that the changes pro¬ 
posed come into force on 1st January 1930, 1 
have decided that they ahull have retrospective 
effect, from that date. 

I enclose a copy of a Resolution passed by 
me in Council making the necessary altera¬ 
tions in the Rules to give effect to the fore¬ 
going decisions. 

4. I request that, you will publish this 
Despatch, with its enclosure, in the Gazette 
of India, and advise me by telegram of the 
date of publication.

“ («) Where the subscriber shall have 
married before such date, he shall con¬ 
tinue to subscribe until he shall have 
paid the amount, if any, by which the 
sum of the difference between the mur- 
ried and single rates of subscription 
from the date of his marriage, or of his 
last marriage if more than one, up to the 
said date, and of any subscriptions pay¬ 
able to the suid date in respect of child¬ 
ren of Hint marriage, falls short of 
£200, or until he retires; and that 

“ (b) If such a subscriber shall marry 
after completion of 25 years’ service, 
but before retirement, lie shall pay on 
marriage, in addition to the contribu¬ 
tions specified in Rule 11, the amount 
of the subscriptions of which he has 
been relieved since completing 25 years’ 
service; or the sum of £200, whichever

I have recently had under my consideration 
representations received from subscribers under 
the Indian Civil Service Family Pension Rules 
regarding the desirability of providing, be¬ 
yond the age at which pensions normally cease, 
for sons who are incapacitated from earning 
a livelihood. The arguments for such provi¬ 
sion being clearly of equal weight in the case 
of other pension schemes, I requested the 
Government. Actuary, in reporting on the pro- 
jHisal in relation to the Indian Civil Service 
Family Pension Scheme, to advise at the same 
time as to the possibility of its adoption in the 
case of the Indian Military Service Family 
Pension Scheme, the Indian Military Widows’ 
and Orphans' Fund and the Superior Services 
(India) Family Pension Fund. After con¬ 
sideration of the experience of the older Funds, 
the rules of which included in many cases 
provisions of (he type contemplated, Sir Alfred 
Wat son has expressed the opinion that il 
would be practicable to add a similar provision 
to the rules of the later Funds, without requir¬ 
ing special contributions, provided that a 
small reservation was made on the occasion of 
each valuation to provide for the concession. 
A pmposal to this effect has been circulated to 
subscribers under the Indian Civil Service 
Family Pension Scheme in connection with 
other proposals consequent on the recent valua¬ 
tion; and a resolution in Council making the 
necessary amendment in the Rules of that 
Scheme is being forwarded with my Despatch 
No. 1, Accounts, of to-day’s date. Tn ' view, 
however, of the comparative unimportance of 
the measure from a financial point of view, I 
have not thought it necessary in the case of 
the remaining Schemes to await a valuation or 
to make special reference to subscribers. 

2. I have accordingly decided, as regards

The Survey and Settlement Re¬ 
ports, for the yeaf ending 30th 
September 1929. 

Lieutenant-Colonel J. JJ. Campbell, 
D.s.o., R.E., the Director, Eastern Circle, 
Survey of India, twice inspected the 
offices of the Bengal Traverse Party 
and Bengal Drawing Office. The Gov¬ 
ernor in Council lias noticed with 
pleasure that Lieutenant-Colonel Camp¬ 
bell was satisfied with the quality of 
the technical work of the Bengal Survey 
Department. 

2. Traverse survey was done over an 
area of 676 square miles in Burdwan 
and 695 square miles in Malda. The 
area traversed in the Burdwan district 
was very unhealthy, especially at the 
beginning of the field season when near¬ 
ly half of the staff fell ill. In Malda, 
the area traversed was also very' un¬ 
healthy and contained a large number 
of beels which presented many difficul¬ 
ties. 

3. The first batch of maps of the 
district of Malda. prepared by the Air 
Survey Company proved inaccurate and 
unsuitable, and the commencement of 
settlement operations in the district had 
to be postponed until the following year. 
Government cancelled the agreement 
with the Air Survey Company and had 
to revert to the ordinary methods of 
survey. By February 1929, the Com¬ 
pany succeeded in perfecting their 
technique, an accurate method of sheet 
reproduction was evolved, and it was 
decided to take up an experimental area 
of 130 square miles by air survey. 
Under a fresh contract made with the 
Company an area of about 104 square 
miles was surveyed from the air. The 
photographs of this area which were 
supplied by the Company were tested 
by Kanungos and found to be accurate 


and satisfactory. It can now be said 
that the air survey methods which have 
been evolved are accurate and they have 
the advantage of speed and economy 
over the ordinary methods of survey. 

4. Major settlement operations were 
in their closing stages in the districts of 
Khulna and Pabna-Bogra, but were in 
full swing in Murshidabad-Birbhum, 24- 
Parganas, Burdwan, and in Chittagong, 
with different stages of work in pro¬ 
gress. Operations were also started in 
Malda. 

5. The total area for which a record- 
of-rights has been completed is 51,308 
square miles out of 65,304 in the pro¬ 
vince to which the Bengal Tenancy Act 
applies. 'Hie popularity of the record- 
of-rights is fast increasing, and there 
is a growing demand for copies of 
khatians and maps which people now 
take care to preserve. The maps and 
records have been found extremely use¬ 
ful in every branch of the administra¬ 
tion. The improvement in the quality of 
printed maps was well maintained ; they 
were appreciated and used by the pub¬ 
lic and the staff of the different branches 
of the administration. 

6. Khan Bahadur M. A. Mumin was 
in charge of the department up to the 
26th March 1929, when Mr. L. R. Faw- 
cus, i.e.s., took over and remained 
in charge for the rest of the year except 
from 10th August to 9th September 
1929, when he was on leave and 
Mr. B. E. .1. Burge, i.e.s., Settlement 
Officer of the 24 Parganas, officiated for 
him. The Governor in Council lias 
nun'll pleasure in acknowledging the 
efficiency and care with which the 
Departments of Survey and Settlement 
have been managed in the year under 
review. His Excellency in Council is 
also pleased to direct that the good work 
done by the Survey Officers, Mr. I. 
Newton and Captain (\ B. Sexton, and 
Settlement Officers, Messrs. J. B. 
Kindersley, B. E. J. Burge, K. A. L. 
Hill, M. C). Carter and Rai Bijoy Behari 
Mukharji Bahadur, as also by the other 
officer^ mentioned in the concluding 
paragraphs of the Survey and Settle¬ 
ment Reports, be recorded.

The terms of reference to the commit¬ 
tee were as follows:-— 

(I) To discuss the work at present 
undertaken by the Irrigation Depart¬ 
ment in Bengal in respect of irrigation, 
the maintenance of waterways, the 
resuscitation of rivers, the control of 
floods and the drainage of waterlogged 
areas. 

(II) To make recommendations as to 
the desirability of the creation of a 


separate department to deal with €fie 
waterways of the province,, to. define the 
scope of its 'functions and those of the 
Irrigation Department, to discuss, if 
separation is advocated, the method of 
separation and to make recommehda 
tions as to the constitution and strength 
of each department. 

(III) To consider the advisability of 
the formation of a Provincial Waterways 
Board and the desirability or otherwise 
of the representation upon it of the pro¬ 
vinces of Bihar and Orissa and Assam, 
in order to secure co-ordination in res¬ 
pect. of policy and methods of river 
conservation throughout the Ganges- 
Bralmiaputra-Mcghna series of rivers. 
To define the status, powers and func¬ 
tions of the Board and its relations to 
the Government of Bengal and to the 
Civil and Irrigation Departments of 
that Government. 

(IV) To advise on the problem of 
finance. 

2. The report of the committee is 
now Indore Government. 

3. The Governor in Council desires 
to record his appreciation of the able 
manner in which the committee have 
carried out their investigations, and of 
the valuable suggestions made by the 
committee on the subject of the reorgan¬ 
isation of the Irrigation . Department, 
and the formation of a Waterways Trust; 
and to thank the members of the com¬ 
mittee for their labours and for the 
compilation of an interesting and valu¬ 
able report.

(II) To make recommendations as to 
the desirability of the creation of a 
separate department to deal with the 
waterways of the province, to define the 
scope of its functions and those of the 
Irrigation Department, to discuss, if 
separation is advocated, the method of 
separation and to make recommenda¬ 
tions as to the constitution and strength 
of each department. 

(III) To consider the advisability of 
the formation of a Provincial Waterways 
Board and the desirability or otherwise 
of the representation upon it of the pro¬ 
vinces of Bihar and Orissa and Assam, 
in order to secure co-ordination in res¬ 
pect of policy and methods of river 
conservation throughout the Ganges- 
Brahmaputra-Meghna series of rivers. 
To define llie status, powers and func¬ 
tions of the Board and its relations to 
the Government of Bengal and to the 
Civil and Irrigation Departments of 
that Government. 

(IV) To advise on the problem of 
finance. 

2. The report of the committee is 
now before Government. 

3. The Governor in Council desires 
to record his appreciation of the able 
manner in which the committee have 
carried out their investigations, and of 
the valuable suggestions made by the 
committee on the subject of the reorgan¬ 
isation of the Irrigation Department, 
and the formation of a Waterways Trust; 
and to thank the members of the com¬ 
mittee for their labours and for the 
compilation of an interesting and valu¬ 
able report.

(.Vole .—On an average of the five years end¬ 
ing 1927-28, the area under wheat in Bengal 
has represented some 0-3 per cent, of the 
total area under wheat in India. The ratio 
of the irrigated wheat acreage. - to total wheat 
acreage in (a) British India and (b) in the 
territory now reported on has, in the five 
years ending 1927-23, averaged at (a) 30-9 
and (h) 11 • 4 per cent., respectively.) 

Character of the season. —In the. third fore¬ 
cast issued in April last the weather was 
reviewed as having been satisfactory for the 
province. Since then conditions have 
remained practically unchanged except in the 
important district of Malda, where insullicient 
lainfall at the time ot maturity somewhat 
reduced the outturn. 


Acreage. —According to the estimates of Dis¬ 
trict Officers, the total area sown is 129,200 
acres this year as against 122,900 acres last 
year. 

Outturn. —Th_- provincial outturn as worked 
out from the district estimates is 81 per cent, 
of the normal as against <30 per cent, last year. 
Taking the normal yield to be 8$ maunds per 
acre, the gross yield of the crop for the pro¬ 
vince is estimated at 32,900 tons this year as 
against 31,000 tons or about 3 per cent, higher 
than last year. 

At the end of April the average wholesale 
price of wheat at the principal marts of the pro¬ 
vince was Bs. G-8-.3 per maund or about 0 per 
cent, lower than tin* price ruling at the corre¬ 
sponding period of last year. The average 
wholesale price of common rice at the principal 
marts, on the other hand, was Bs. 0-0-10 per 
maund or about 4 and 19 per r ent, lower than 
the prices ruling at the corresponding periods 
of last year and the year preceding, respec¬ 
tively.

On the whole a satisfactory outturn was 
reaped. 


Acreage. —Oilseeds are principally grown in 
the lfajshahi, Dacca and Presidency Divisions. 
In the other two divisions the cultivation is 
small. The total area under these crops 
(excepting sesamum, for which separate fore¬ 
casts are issued) is estimated at 808,300 acres 
this year as against 884,300 acres last year. 

Outturn. —'From the District Officers’ esti¬ 
mates the provincial outturn of the different 
oilseed crops works out at 85 per cent, of the 
normal as against 79 per cent, last year.

Monthly Woathor and Crop Report of Bengal for 
April 1930. 

I. Character of the season. During the month 
under review, the rainfall was generally below 
the average. 

The usual rainfall statement is appended. 

II. Progress of agricultural operations. Row¬ 
ings of jute and paddy made satisfactory progress 
in East and North Bengal ; wc< dine continued in 
the lowland tracks. 


IIT. State of standing crops. The condition 
of sugarcane, paddy and jute plant** was reported 
to be satisfactory. 

IV. Prospects and probable outturn. The out¬ 
look of jute and other autumn crops was reported 
to be favourable. The outturns of wheat and 
different spring oilseed crops were estimated at 
81 and 85 [ter cent., respectively, of the normal for 
the province us a whole. 


V. Damage to standing crops. No damage to 
standing crops was reported from any part of the 
province- 

VI. Condition of agricultural stock. The condi¬ 
tion of live-stock was, on the whole, fair. 
Sporadic cases of cattle-disease, however, were 
reported from ten districts of the Presidency and 
from the Gooch Behar and Tripura States.

1 luring the second 
fortnight of the month, the retail price of common 
rice of the cheapest quality rose in nine districts, 
fell in one and remained stationary in the rest 
of the Presidency. It varied from 5 seers per 
rupee in the 24-Parganas to 9| seers in Burdwan 
and Hie Chittagong Hill Tracts.

I. These rules may be known as the Bengal Provincial Services 
Recruitment Rules. 

II. For the purposes of these rules— 

(1) the Provincial services shall consist of members of the services 

included in Schedule 1 and of such services as shall hereafter 
bo included in Schedule I by notification in the Calcutta • 
< 1 azelte; 

(2) the Selection Board for all appointments other than those made 

in the United Kingdom shall be as constituted by the Bengal 
Selection Hoard (Constitution and Functions) Rules For 
appointments made in the United Kingdom the Selection 
Hoard shall be deemed to be the High Commissioner for India 
acting on the advice of any Selection Board he may from time 
to time decide to appoint; 

(3) “selection” shall mean selection after consulting the Selection 

Board ; 

(4) “ direct appointment ” shall mean appointment otherwise than by 

promotion from any Government service ; 

(5) “ native of Bengal ” means a person domiciled in Bengal and born 

of parents habitually resident in Bengal and not established 
there for temporary purposes only ; and 

(6) “Government” shall mean the local Government as defined in 

section 134 (4) of the Government of India Act. 

III. (1) Recruitment to the Provincial Services shall be made on the 
result of a competitive examination or by promotion or by selection. 
The method of recruitment for each Provincial Service shall be as set 
forth in Schedule II: Provided that, in exceptional circumstances, and 
with the previous consent of the Governor General in Council, recruitment 
may*also be made on the nomination of Government. 

(2) Recruitment shall ordinarily be made in India, but when suitable 
candidates with technical qualifications are not forthcoming in India, 
recruitment may be made in the United Kingdom.

The Bengal Survey School is a Govorument institution under (he 
administrative control of the Director of Industries, Bengal. It is 
situated on the Mainamati Hills, in the district of Tippera, four miles 
west of the Comilla railway station, on the Assam-Bengal Bailway. The 
Duccu-Uhittugong Trunk Hoad runs close to the site of the school. It is 
healthily situated and occupies a picturesque site. 

2. The 1* lincipul is charged with the general control of the school 
and the maintenance of discipline. 

•i. The school, which is ranked as a major institution, is affiliated to 
the Survey Education Advisory Board, Bengal, for the Survey Final and 
the Amin Examinations. 

I. In addition to the ordinary course, the school trains special 
students who do not intend to earn their living as Surveyors hut. wish to 
receive training in surveying; also candidates for appointment as district 
kanungos or any Government official rank. 

5. The total numher of admission to the first year course is limited to 
30, of whom not more than 10 may he special students; for the second 
year course not more than 30 shall he admitted in any one year, and not 
more than 3 of these may he special students. 

0. The full course of instruction extends over two years. 'I’he session 
for the first year course, which corresponds to the Amin standard, 
begins from the 1st August and terminates on the 31st duly of the follow¬ 
ing year. The session for the second year or the Survey Final course, 
begins Irnm the re-opening dav of the school after the Durga Buja holi¬ 
days or from such date as may he notified by the Principal, not later than 
1st November.

The Bengal Survey School is approved for the purposes of Regulation 
38 />f the Indian Coal M mes Regulations, 1920. In the terms of the 
said approval the holders of the Survey Final certificates, after they have 
gained practical experience of surveying the underground workings of a 
mine for six months only, will he eligible for appearing at any examina¬ 
tion for Surveyor’s certificates, under the Indian Mines Act, 1923. 

11. Ordinarily candidates will not be admitted to the first, year class 
unless they are under 21 years of age on the 1st .January of the year in 
which the course begins.
